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EXPLANATOEY   NOTE. 


IN  introducing  to  the  reader  the  first  instalment  of  the 
new  local  Flora  which  has  been  undertaken  by  the  Bristol 
Naturalists'  Society,  a  few  words  from  the  President  may  serve 
to  explain  both  the  origin  of  the  work  and  the  method  in  which 
it  is  proposed  to  carry  it  out. 

The  want  of  a  published  Flora  embracing  the  whole  of  the 
district  known  as  the  Bristol  Coal-field,  with  its  wide  diversity 
of  hill  and  dale,  wood,  river,  and  rnarsh,  and  its  great  variety 
of  geological  formation,  has  been  long  felt  by  the  local  botanist ; 
and  our  Society  had  not  been  many  years  in  existence  before 
this  want  found  expression  in  a  series  of  resolutions,  which 
were  submitted  by  Mr.  Leipner,  the  Honorary  Secretary,  and 
which  pledged  the  members  to  undertake  the  registration  of  all 
objects  of  natural  history  found  within  a  specified  area,  with  a 
view  to  publication.  These  resolutions  were  adopted  by  the  Society 
so  long  ago  as  the  year  1864,  but,  although  considerable  progress 
has  been  made  in  other  departments  of  natural  history,  it  was 
not  until  about  two  years  since  that  any  systematic  attempt  was 
made  to  collect  materials  for  a  Phanerogamic  Flora.  In  the 
spring  of  1879  a  programme  of  weekly  excursions  was  organised 
by  the  Botanical  Section  of  the  Society,  with  the  definite  object  of 
acquiring  such  a  knowledge  of  the  Botany  of  the  district  as 
might  justify  the  publication  of  a  Flora.  These  excursions  have 
been  continued  in  each  succeeding  year,  and  have  been  useful  in 
keeping  up  a  general  interest  in  the  work ;  although,  necessarily, 
the  chief  labour  has  fallen  upon  a  very  few  individuals.  To  the 
Honorary  Secretary  of  the  Botanical  Section,  who  edits  the 
publication,  the  Society  is  especially  indebted. 

The  area  chosen  by  the  Society  for  the  botanical,  as  for  the 
other  fields  of  research  and  registration,  is  that  adopted  by  the 
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late  Mr.  William  Sanders  in  his  geological  "  Map  of  the  Bristol 
Coal-fields  and  country  adjacent."  It  extends  to  different 
distances  in  different  directions.  In  a  northerly  and  north- 
easterly direction  it  includes  Berkeley,  Dursley,  and  Wotton- 
under-Edge ;  south-eastward,  it  takes  in  Bath ;  southward, 
Shepton  Mallet  and  Wells  ;  while  in  a  south-westerly  direction 
it  reaches  as  far  as  Huntspill,  which  is  twenty-four  miles 
distant  from  Bristol.  Altogether,  it  comprises  (roughly)  about 
700  square  miles. 

A  work  embracing  so  large  an  area,  and  the  preparation  of 
which  has  extended  over  so  short  a  time,  must  necessarily  be 
incomplete,  especially  in  its  earlier  portions.  It  is  believed, 
however,  that  it  will  be  found  to  be  accurate. 

It  is  intended  that  a  portion  of  the  work  shall  be  published 
with  each  annual  Part  of  the  Proceedings  of  the  Society 
until  it  is  complete.  The  instalment  now  presented  contains 
Thalamiflorals  ;  the  second  will  contain  Calyciflorals  ;  the  third, 
Corolliflorals  ;  the  fourth,  Apetalous  Plants  :  and  the  fifth  and 
last,  Endogens,  Gymnosperms,  and  Vascular  Cryptogams. 

The  arrangement  and  nomenclature  used  are  almost  entirely 
those  adopted  by  Professor  Babington  in  the  seventh  edition  of 
his  "Manual  of  British  Botany." 

Although  bound  up  with  the  Proceedings,  the  Flora  will  be 
paged  independently,  with  a  view  to  the  ultimate  collection  of 
the  several  parts  into  a  single  volume. 

The  help  of  botanists  residing  within  the  district  is  solicited, 
that  the  work  may  be  as  complete  as  possible.  Information  of 
omissions  in  any  published  part  will  be  gladly  received  by  the 
Editor,  and  will  be  recorded  in  a  supplementary  list. 

Certain  abbreviations  used  in  the  Flora  require  explanation. 
The  capital  letters  G.  and  S.  indicate  the  counties  of  Gloucester 
and  Somerset  respectively.  The  Koman  numerals  denote  the 
months  in  which  the  plants  have  been  found  in  flower. 

JUNE,  1881. 
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SEVEN"  years  have  elapsed  since  the  Botanical  Section 
resolved  to  commence  the  compilation  of  a  local  Flora. 
At  that  time  our  knowledge  of  the  plants  of  the  district  was 
very  imperfect ;  but  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  publication 
could  only  be  issued  by  annual  instalments  spread  over  a 
lengthened  period,  it  was  not  considered  wise  to  defer  the 
beginning,  lest  perchance  the  end  might  never  be  attained. 
Thus,  under  many  adverse  conditions,  the  work  was  under- 
taken and  carried  through  ;  gathering,  as  it  advanced  year 
by  year,  increased  solidity  and  completeness,  in  proportion  to 
the  growing  extent  and  accuracy  of  our  own  information. 

Knowing  this,  the  reader  will  need  no  explanation  of  what 
is  plainly  perceptible ;  namely,  that  the  later  portions  of  the 
"  Flora  "  are  distinctly  superior  to  the  earlier  ones,  both  in 
knowledge  of  the  occurrence  of  individual  species,  and  in 
fulness  of  detail  concerning  their  distribution. 

"  Additions  "  to  parts  previously  published  preface  each 
of  the  last  four  numbers,  and  show  how  rapid  has  been  our 
progress  towards  an  exact  acquaintance  with  Bristol  botany. 
The  sum  of  the  species  given  in  regular  sequence  is  986. 
Besides  these,  seventeen  are  recorded  in  the  additions,  mak- 
ing in  all  the  large  total  of  1,003  species  treated  as  inhabi- 
tants of  the  Bristol  Coal-field.  It  may  eventually  be  found 
that  two  or  three  of  these  have  been  included  on  insufficient 
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grounds.  On  the  other  hand,  in  a  district  so  extensive,  and, 
in  some  portions,  so  imperfectly  explored,  we  may  anticipate 
that  a  few  plants  still  remain  to  be  discovered,  as  well  as 
many  additional  facts  to  be  recorded  regarding  the  distribu- 
tion of  those  already  met  with. 

Our  meagre  botanical  literature  has  been  made  use  of  to 
its  full  extent,  as  follows :  two  or  three  local  references 
in  the  works  of  Hudson  and  Ray ;  a  few  pamphlets  and 
manuscripts;  some  notices  of  Bristol  plants,  published  chiefly 
in  the  Phytologist;  and  Swete's  "Flora  Bristoliensis,"  issued 
in;  1854.  Of  the  MS.,  a  catalogue  of  Somersetshire  plants 
by  W.  Sole,  in  the  possession  of  Mr.  T.  B.  Flower,  is  the 
most  important.  The  notices  in  periodicals  were  mostly 
written  by  Mr.  Flower,  whose  acquaintance  with  Bristol 
botany  covers  a  period  of  half  a  century.  He  supplied  a 
very  large  number  of  the  localities  given  in  Swete's  "Flora," 
and  to  him  we  also  are  much  indebted  for  many  interesting 
and  valuable  communications.  Withering's  "Arrangement" 
contains  many  references  to  the  vicinity  of  Bristol,  but  they 
are  little  to  be  relied  on,  and  we  have  not  thought  it  advis- 
able to  quote  them,  unless  when  confirmed  by  recent  obser- 
vation. 

The  Herbarium  of  the  late  Miss  Powell,  which  is  housed 
in  the  Bristol  Museum,  and  that  of  the  late  Dr.  Stephens, 
now  the  property  of  our  Society,  are  excellent  collections  of 
local  plants,  made  by  trustworthy  botanists.  In  them  we 
have  found  specimens  of  great  value,  often  corroborating 
book  records  which,  in  the  absence  of  confirmation,  might 
have  been  deemed  unreliable  and  worthless  ;  and  in  some 
instances  furnishing  examples  of  plants  that  cannot  now  be 
found,  and  may  since  have  become  extinct.  These  collections 
also  possess  the  additional  interest  that  they  supplied  a  con- 
siderable proportion  of  the  localities  mentioned  by  Swete, 
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who,  as  his  pages  show,  relied  almost  entirely  upon  the 
three  botanists  we  have  named.  It  is  only  to  be  regretted 
that  many  of  Dr.  Stephens'  specimens  lack  essential  par- 
ticulars of  date  or  place  of  collection,  without  which  such 
witnesses  can  render  little  service. 

The  Rev.  R.  P.  Murray  has  very  liberally  furnished  us 
with  notes  taken  from  his  researches  among  the  plants  of 
Somersetshire;  and  we  are  very  grateful  to  several  other 
naturalists  outside  our  ranks  who  have  cheerfully  contri- 
buted their  labour. 

Our  chief  aim  in  the  construction  of  this  "  Flora,"  un- 
doubtedly has  been  to  use  such  care  and  precision  as  should 
engender  confidence  in  its  accuracy  on  the  part  of  those 
who  may  have  ocbasion  to  consult  it.  It  is  accordingly  the 
Editor's  intention  to  at  once  begin  revising  the  earlier  Parts, 
with  a  view  to  the  preparation  of  a  second  edition.  To  that 
end  we  now  venture  to  address  a  request  to  the  friends  who 
have  already  favoured  us,  as  well  as  to  our  own  members, 
that  they  will  aid  in  making  the  work  as  complete  and 
accurate  as  possible.  The  correction  of  any  errors  which 
may  exist,  the  confirmation  of  stations  resting  on  old  or 
doubtful  authority,  and  additional  plants  or  stations  from 
any  part  of  the  district,  will  all  be  very  gladly  received, 
especially  when  accompanied  by  specimens.  Supported  by 
such  aid,  we  may  not  unreasonably  expect  to  lay  before  the 
Society  in  our  next  effort  a  thoroughly  worthy  account  of 
the  botanical  wealth  of  Bristol.

T.  B.  Flower,  who  possesses  Sole's  manuscript  contain- 
ing his  record.  Mr.  G.  H.  K.  Thwaites  also  found  it 
many  years  ago.  as  did  Mr.  C.  B.  Dunn  in  1875.  Two 
plants  were  known  to  exist  in  1880.  VI. — VII.

Native  ;  at  Cheddar,  where  it  has  undoubtedly  been  found. 
This  view  is  in  accordance  with  that  of  Dr.  Boswell- 
Syme  expressed  in  E.  B.,  ed.  3,  This  is  one  of  the 
many  segregates  into  which  the  Linnaean  minus  has 
been  divided.  Their  history  and  recognition  form  one 
of  the  most  difficult  studies  afforded  by  our  Flora  to  the 
critical  botanist. 

(T.  saxatile,  Schleich.,  has  been  reported  from  Cheddar,  but 
probably  in  error,  as  is  now  thought  by  Professor 
Babington.)

In  this  genus  the  ordinary  spring  flowers  do 
not  generally  ripen  seed ;  later  in  the  season  minute 
apetalous  flowers,  which  never  expand,  and  are  self-ferti- 
lized, develope  seed  in  abundance.  The  leaves  do  not 
attain  their  full  development  until  the  fruit  ripens  ;  thus 
specimens  of  this  species  and  of  V.  hirta  when  in  fruit 
present  an  appearance  very  different  from  that  of  others 
gathered  when  the  spring  flowers  are  expanded.

It 
is  only  by  using  abundant  leisure  with  enthusiastic  diligence  that 
a  botanist  can  become  familiar  with  this  genus ;  and  it  is  perhaps 
not  a  matter  for  surprise  that  the  few  who  luckily  are  endowed 
with  the  essentials  should  prefer  to  employ  them  in  other 
directions.  That  we  have  not  in  our  own  ranks  a  bramble 
expert  can  therefore  be  no  rare  misfortune,  much  as  we  regret  it. 
To  the  ever-ready  kindness  of  Mr.  T.  R.  Archer  Briggs  we  owe 
the  identification  of  most  of  our  specimens  of  Rubus  and  Rosa, 
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as  well  as  many  other  valuable  notes.  We  have  adopted  some  of 
the  records  in  Swete's  Flora,  as  the  author  states  that  his 
specimens  were  named  by  Mr  Edwin  Lees.  It  will,  however,  be 
evident  that  our  scanty  notes  do  not  justice  to  the  bramble 
strength  of  the  district.  Further  investigation  will  reveal  other 
species,  and  other  habitats  for  those  here  mentioned.

In  successive  years  there  is  a  very  considerable  difference 
in  the  amount  of  blossom  borne  by  the  White  Beams, 
and  thus  their  appearance  at  the  period  of  flowering 
alters  greatly.  In  1877  the  trees  on  the  summit  of 
Nightingale  Valley  flowered  splendidly.  In  the  three 
following  seasons  there  was  scarcely  a  corymb  to  be 
seen,  and,  indeed,  in  one  of  those  years  it  was  only  with 
great  difficulty  that  an  herbarium  specimen  could  be 
found.  But  in  1881,  when  every  tree  flowered  most 
abundantly,  Pyrus  Ana  excelled  them  all,  and  shone 
forth  once  more  in  maximum  beauty,  the  silvery  foliage 
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of  the  older  trees  being  almost  hidden  by  masses  of 
inflorescence. 

A  variety  or  hybrid  with  lobed  or  pinnatifid  leaves  (placed 
under  P.  scandica,  Bab.,  in  English  Botany)  grows 
somewhere  in  Leigh  Woods,  and  has  been  gathered  on 
several  occasions ;  but  the  station  of  the  tree  is  not  now 
known.  It  was  first  recorded,  in  Sivete,  FL,  pp.  30  and 
99,  as  P.  intermedia,  Ehrh.,  by  Miss  Atwood,  from 
whom  probably  Dr.  Boswell-Syme  had  his  specimens, 
and  was  gathered  also  a  few  years  ago  by  Mr.  W.  E.

SOME  discoveries  have  been  made,  and  much  additional  informa- 
tion received,  since  the  publication  of  Part  II.  The  more 
important  facts  are  given  below.

We  are  glad  to  be  able  to  announce  that  renewed  search  has 
shewn  that  several  plants  which  it  was  feared  had  become  extinct 
upon  Brandon  Hill  are  still  in  existence.  Not  only  Scleranthiu 
annmis,  but  also  Montia  fontana,  Ornithopus  perpusillus,  and 
Trifolium  siilterraneum,  have  been  seen  at  this  spot  during  the 
past  year.

However,  many 
years  later,  and  after  the  construction  of  the  A  von  mouth 
Railway,  which  must  have  thoroughly  disturbed  the  soil, 
the  plant  reappeared  in  a  spot  under  Cook's  Folly,  which 
without  doubt  corresponds  with  Sowerby's  station.  It 
would  have  been  the  nearest  bit  of  meadow  land  below 
St.  Vincent's  Rocks.  We  first  saw  it  there  in  1878, 
and  have  found  it  every  season  since,  but  only  in  small 
quantity. 

One  is  tempted  to  ask  if  this  can  be  an  instance  of  the 
well-attested  and  marvellous  property  possessed  by  many 
seeds  of  retaining  their  vitality  under  conditions  adverse 
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to  germination,  until  eventually  they  become  exposed  to 
air  and  sunlight.  We  certainly  think  it  highly  improb- 
able that  this  Tragopogon  has  been  re-introduced  at  the 
very  spot  where  it  originally  grew,  especially  as  it  has 
not  been  found  anywhere  else  in  the  Bristol  district.

A  doubtful  native,  usually  planted,  though  we  sometimes 
see  it  flourishing  in  our  aboriginal  woods,  where  it  may 
have  been  self-sown  and  existing  for  many  centuries. 
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The  fine  old  tree  at  Tortworth  Park  is  justly  celebrated. 
It  is  mentioned  in  a  record  of  the  time  of  King  Stephen 
as  being  then  of  great  age,  forming  one  of  the  boundaries 
of  the  manor,  and  is  supposed  by  Strutt  to  have  been  in 
existence  in  the  time  of  Egbert,  more  than  a  thousand 
years  ago.

Native  ;  in  pastures,  probably  now  extinct.

Note  in  Dr.  Stephens'  copy  of 
Withering.  In  meadows  at  Bitton,  near  the  Paper

S.  Formerly  abundant  in  a  field  or  fields  close  to  the 
village  of  Compton  Martin,  as  recorded  in  New  B.  G. 

This  locality  has  been 
thoroughly  searched  on  two  occasions,  in  1883  and 
1884,  but  the  result  was  disappointing.  We  fear  there 
is  little  doubt  that  the  report  current  in  the  neighbour- 
hood is  well  grounded;  and  that  "  Old  Henniker,"  as 
the  former  proprietor  of  the  land  is  irreverently  called, 
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did  malevolently  grub  up  and  destroy  the  whole  of  this 
beautiful  plant,  in  order  that  people  should  no  longer 
annoy  him  by  coming  from  all  the  country  round  to 
gather  it  in  his  fields.  We  have  conversed  with  old 
inhabitants  of  the  parish  who  have  pointed  out  to  us 
the  exact  spot  where  they  remember  to  have  gathered 
it,  and  who  say  that  there  were  some  plants  with  white 
flowers.  Reported  to  grow  also  in  meadows  in  Litton 
parish,  but  this  we  have  not  been  able  to  inquire  into. 

ORNITHOGALUM,  Linn. 

766.  0.  umbellatum,  L. 

Denizen  or  alien ;  in  meadows  or  orchards,  and  about  old 
gardens,  very  rare. 

S.  Bishport ;  Herb.  Stephens.  "  In  a  field  near  the 
caisson  at  Combe  Hay,  Dr.  Davis."  Fl.  Bathon.  Also 
reported  from  near  Combe  Hay  by  Mr.  T.  B.  Flower.

Noted  at 
Walton-in-Gordano  by  two  or  three  observers  ;  the  place 
being  probably  the  site  of  an  old  garden.  "  On  the  top 
of  a  hill,  three  miles  on  this  side  Bristol " ;  Ray.

767,  0.  pyrenaicum,  L. 

Native  ;  in  woods  and  on  grassy  hedgebanks.  Very  local, 
but  usually  abundant  where  it  does  occur. 

In  our  district  this  species  is  confined  to  a  narrow  tract  of 
country  in  North  Somerset.  The  neighbourhood  of 
Bath  is  its  headquarters,  and  it  extends  from  that  city 
about  eight  miles  to  the  westward,  as  far  as  Stockwood, 
which  we  believe  to  be  its  western  British  limit.*  At 

*  We  may  conclude  from  Kay's  mention  of  this  Ornithogalum 
in  the  Bristol  district  that  in  his  time  it  did  not  occur  further  west 
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this  point  it  approaches  within  four  miles  of  Bristol. 
The  plant  is  found  at  intervals  along  the  lanes  from 
Stockwood  to  Keynshatu,  and  more  abundantly  between 
the  latter  place  and  Bath.  Here  it  is  met  with  in 
profusion  in  many  of  the  woods ;  and  we  have  noticed  it 
in  plenty  as  far  south  as  Dunkertou. 
The  you  i  g,  unexpauded  spikes  are  sometimes  eaten  like 
asparagus,  They  are  to  be  had  in  Bath  Market  and  in 
the  shops  of  the  city  under  the  names  of  "Bath 
asparagus,"  "  wild  asparagus,"  or  "  wild  grass."

769.  S.  autumnalis,  L. 

Native  ;  formerly  on  St.  Vincent's  Rocks,  and  perhaps  also 
on  Clifton  Down.  Ray  noticed  it  upon  the  Rocks,  and 
many  other  observers  have  recorded  it  from  the  same 
place.  Specimens  from  thence  are  to  be  seen  in  most  of 
the  local  herbaria  of  fhe  last  generation  with  dates 
coming  up  to  about  1860.  We  doubt  if  it  has  been 
seen  since  the  completion  of  the  Clifton  Suspension 
Bridge  and  its  approaches.  Our  information  goes  to 
show  that  the  plant  grew  plentifully  near  the  Clifton 
pier  of  the  bridge,  and  was  confined  within  a  very  small 
compass.  Swete,  however  (Fl.  78),  gives  also  "the 
sward  on  the  top  of  the  rocks."  We  will  yet  cherish 
the  hope  that  a  few  bulbs  still  remain  in  some  little- 
trodden  morsel  of  turf;  but  as  year  after  year  passes 
without  a  sign  of  their  existence,  the  probability  grows 
rapidly  fainter. 

ALLIUM,  Linn. 

770.  A.  vineale,  L.    Crow-Garlic. 

Native ;  in  pastures  and  on  dry  banks. 

The  flowering  variety  (p.  bulbiferum.  Syme,  E.  B.)  is 
very  rare.  About  twenty  well-marked  plants  were  found 
in  August,  1883,  growing  in  loose  sandy  soil  upon  a 
ledge  of  St.  Vincent's  Rocks.  The  form  compactum  is 
rather  common  in  both  counties.

771.  A.  sphaerocephalum,  L. 

Native;  very  rare  and  local. 

G.  In  small  quantity  on  some  ledges  of  St.  Vincent's 
Rocks ;  perhaps  a  dozen  plants  yearly.

This  species  is  one  of  the  gems  of  the  Bristol  Flora.  We 
are  glad  to  say  it  runs  no  risk  of  destruction  at  the 
hands  of  the  quarryman,— a  fate  which  in  E.  B.,  ed.  3, 
is  stated  to  have  already  befallen  it, — but  the  more 
refined  weapons  of  the  collector  are  hardly  less  deadly, 
and  from  these  there  is  danger,  unless  they  be  used  solely 
by  scientific  and  unselfish  hands.  VIII. 

772.  A.  oleraceum,  L. 

Native ;  in  pastures,  among  rocks,  and  sometimes  in  corn- 
fields, rare.  Singularly  indifferent  to  the  nature  of  soil 
or  situation  :  flourishing  alike  on  limestone  rocks  and  in 
the  rich  riverside  pasture  land. 

G.  Prope  Bristolium  copiose ;  Huds.  Fl  Angl.  Corn- 
fields at  Lawrence  Weston,  July,  1833  ;  Herb.

Prior 
to  May,  1886,  our  claim  to  possess  this  little  plant 
rested  entirely  upon  the  specimens  contained  in  the 
Stephens'  Herbarium.  As  far  as  we  knew  no  one 
living  had  seen  it  growing  in  the  Bristol  district. 
"We  were  therefore  extremely  glad  to  receive  from 
Mr.  David  Fry  a  specimen  which  he  had  gathered 
on  the  coal-measures  a  short  distance  from  Keyn- 
sham. Shortly  afterwards  we  examined  the  locality, 
and  found  the  plant  distributed  in  tolerable  quan- 
tity over  a  rather  limited  area.  It  was  associated 
with  TrifoUum  subterraneum,  T.  filiforme,  Ornithopus 
perpusilluSj  Myosotis  versicolor,  Aira  prcvcox,  and,  to 
our  great  satisfaction,  with  Scleranthus  annuus. 
One  of  Dr.  Stephens'  records  is  thus  confirmed; 
and  on  consideration  of  the  situation  and  surround- 
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ings  of  the  plant  at  Keynsham,  we  have  ho  doubt 
whatever  that  Moenchia  did  formerly  grow  on 
Brandon  Hill,  the  other  station  mentioned  by  him. 
It  may  indeed  lurk  there  still,  though  we  fear  it 
has  been  trampled  out  of  existence. 

There  are  some  interesting  facts  connected  with  the 
species  found  in  association  with  the  Moenchia. 
They  are  all  scarce  plants  in  the  vicinity  of  Bristol, 
to  be  found  for  the  most  part  in  small  quantities  in 
a  very  few  places,  and  on  the  sanie  geological 
formation.  But  whether  on  Brandon  Hill,  at 
Clevedon,  at  Mangotsfield,  or  in  the  Keynsham 
locality,  they  are  ever  companions,  sharing  in 
fellowship  the  barren  and  scanty  soil  upon  which 
alone  they  seem  able  to  maintain  themselves.  It 
may  be  that  these  plants  are  too  weak  and  tiny  to 
exist  among  more  robust  vegetation,  and  that  the 
force  of  species  competition  is  powerful  in  restrict- 
ing them  to  the  spots  they  occupy.  It  certainly 
does  not  appear  that  dry  and  sterile  habitats  are 
those  best  suited  for  the  growth  of  the  plants 
in  question.  We  have  seen  Scleranthus  annuus 
nourishing  most  luxuriantly  as  a  weed  on  culti- 
vated land,  where  it  was  taking  full  advantage  of 
depth  of  soil  and  elbow-room.  But  when  at  large 
in  the  world,  and  left  without  favour  to  carry  on 
an  unequal  competition  with  the  crowd  of  larger 
species,  the  result  in  our  experience  is  that  it  be- 
comes banished  to  spots  bare  of,  or  unsuited  to, 
most  other  phanerogams.

This  rare  and  beautiful  sedge  has  grown  from  time 
immemorial  in  a  small  plot  of  very  wet  marshy 
ground,  believed  to  have  been  anciently  a  fish-pond, 
and  situate  behind  some  cottages  in  the  upper  part 
of  the  village.  Sole,  in  a  MS.  dated  1782,  says  of 
it,  "  Abundantly  in  a  pond  at  Walton-in-Gordano, 
near  Possit,  Somerset,  a  village  belonging  to  Sir 
Abraham  Elton"  (Possit  =  Portishead).  The  plant 
continued  to  be  plentiful  until  1882,  when  the 
occupier  of  the  land  ploughed  it  and  planted 
potatoes.  At  the  end  of  August,  1883,  we  found 
many  stems  coming  up  by  the  sides  of  two  ditches 
which  intersect  the  field,  and  also  among  the  crop  ; 
but  in  consequence  of  the  disturbance  their  de- 
velopment was  much  retarded,  and  flowering 
delayed  nearly  two  months.  Since  that  time, 
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owing  to  the  drainage  and  cultivation,  the  sedge 
has  become  reduced  in  quantity,  and  the  stems 
produced  in  successive  seasons  have  failed  to  come 
to  maturity,  whence  it  is  to  be  feared  that  Cyperus 
longus  will  soon  be  numbered  among  the  lost  rarities 
of  the  district.

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which  in  this  country  grows  only  near  the  sea  or  in 
marshes  washed  by  tidal  rivers.  Unhappily,  our 
interest  in  the  question  whether  P.  littoralis  truly 
belongs  to  the  aboriginal  Bristol  Flora  is  overborne 
by  the  certainty  that  in  a  little  while  it  will  exist 
only  in  our  herbaria.
